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Kindness 


BY T. S. PAYNE 


This little word is a noun and means 
“quality of being kind, a kind act, be- 
neficence, favor, mercy,” used chiefly of 
man, but also of God. In the New Tes- 
tament chrestotes, “usefulness,” ‘‘benef- 
icence,” is rendered ‘‘kindness.” 

One rendering for kindness is gen- 
tleness or condescension. Whether shown 
by God or man it is an act upon the 
part of one bestowed upon another. One 
writer has said, ““Thy gentleness hath 
made me great.” It was this same David 
who said, “The Lord reward me accord- 
ing to my righteousness: according to 
the cleanness of my hands hath he rec- 
ompensed me,” 2 Sam. 22:21. 


It may seem but a small thing to us, 
but God has so arranged that it is easy 
for us to be kind in all our ways, and 
since it requires so little effort on our 
part and does not cost one penny, God 
has made it one of His requirements. 

When I think of how Joseph’s master 
cast him into a prison cell, I think of 
him as a boy far from home and loved 
ones with no earthly friend or loved one 
to bring comfort and show kindness. 
But the record tells us that the Lord 
was with him and shewed him mercy 
and gave him favor in the sight of the 
keeper of the prison. 

Later when Pharaoh’s officers were so 
sad because their dreams troubled them, 
Joseph informed them that the inter- 
pretation of their dreams belonged to 
God. After God had given him the in- 
terpretation of the dream and he had 
delivered it to the chief butler, he made 
one request, ““Think on me when it shall 
be well with thee, and show kindness un- 
to me.” 

When the king of Jericho had sent his 
men after the two Hebrew spies to bring 
them out, they had already found favor 
with Rahab and had been shown kindness 
by her and were hidden safely away and 
the gate was closed for the night. 

Our blessed Lord has shown us such 
loving kindness that, though our enemies 
be after us at all times, He is able to 
make a way for our escape in this life, 
safely take us away to the marriage feast 
in the sky, and shut the door till the in- 
dignation shall be overpassed. 

We think of Ruth, that precious 
Moabitess, who gleaned in the fields of 
Boaz. It was the kindness of the Lord 
that worked out this wonderful drama 
and caused Ruth’s mother-in-law to bow 
her head before the Lord and thank 
Him for such kindness. 

After Joab had killed Abner, and 
Saul and his sons had been slain, David 
sent for Mephibosheth and while he en- 
tertained him at his table and restored 


unto him all that was Saul’s, he inquired 


* of his guest, “Is there yet any that is 


left of the house of Saul, that I may 
show him kindness for Jonathan’s sake?” 

In all of the proverbs of Solomon and 
especially when he was describing all the 
good qualities of a virtuous woman, he 
said, “She openeth her mouth with wis- 
dom: and in her tongue is the law of 
kindness.” 

When Israel had revolted and had tak- 
en up with strange gods and gone so 
deeply into sin, God sent Jeremiah with 
this message: “Thus saith the Lord, I 
remember thee, the kindness of thy 
youth, the love of thine espousals, when 
thou wentest after me in the wilderness, 
in the land that was not sown.” 

The old ship that had borne faithful 
old Paul on his journey toward his pris- 
on home had gone to pieces on the bosom 
of the deep, her passengers had taken 
chances with the waves and had landed 
on an island. God was merciful and 
kind to them in that He caused these 
barbarous inhabitants to show kindness 
unto them. They built a fire and re- 
ceived every one of them. Their kind- 
ness was a source of great comfort in 
the time of cold and rain. The kindness 
that God furnishes will make us com- 
fortable in all kinds of weather. 

Just a little trip down through 2 Cor. 
6, beginning with the fourth verse, con- 
vinces us that ministers in the Church 
of God need help and encouragement as 
well as others: “But in all things ap- 
proving ourselves as the ministers of 
God, in much patience, in afflictions, in 
necessities, in distresses, in stripes, in 
imprisonments, in tumults, in labors, in 
watchings, in fastings; by pureness, by 
knowledge, by longsuffering, by kind- 
ness, by the Holy Ghost, by love un- 
feigned, by the word of truth, by the 
power of God, by the armour of right- 
eousness on the right hand and on the 
left.” 

We are admonished at Col. 3:12 to 
put on therefore, as the elect of God, 
holy and beloved, bowels of mercies, 
kindness, humbleness of mind, meek- 
ness, longsuffering. 

Thus we see clearly that if we pos- 
sess any or all of these good qualities, 
we must, of necessity, put them on. 
Here again the burden of this responsi- 
bility rests entirely upon the child of 
God. If we would spend more time get- 
ting ourselves fixed up for the great 
transformation and less time trying, 
with our criticism, to correct the other 
fellow, the Church of God would be 
nearer the Bible standard and more peo- 
ple would decide that “we have been 
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with Jesus.” At 2 Peter 1:5 we read, 
“And beside this, giving all diligence, 
add to your faith virtue; and to virtue 
knowledge; and to knowledge temper- 
ance; and to temperance patience; and 
to patience godliness; and to godliness 
brotherly kindness; and to brotherly 
kindness charity.” This is bound upon 
the individual and Peter tells us that 
if these things be in us and abound, we 
will never fall. Of course, the lack of 
these things is responsible for so many 
people falling in these evil days. Let’s 
try harder to manifest a spirit of kind- 
ness than we have ever done before. 

There are multiplied thousands of peo- 
ple today whose hearts are aching and 
have ached almost to the bursting point 
for some one to be kind to them. A 
grown young man was once remembered 
at Christmas time by some kind friends 
and was presented with some _ useful 
gifts, not so expensive, but to be remem- 
bered in kindness so overcame him that 
between his sobs he said, “It is the first 
time in my life to receive such kind- 
ness.” 

In a certain rural community once 
lived a young couple with their three 
little boys. Hundreds of miles from their 
kindred and former friends, practically 
among strangers, this young mother 
came down with a serious sickness. Too 
poor to employ a nurse, with all the re- 
sponsibility of the home on the husband, 
they were soon in need of some kind 
friend. In this time of need a strange 
lady came in. She washed the little boys’ 
faces and put clean clothes on their lit- 
tle bodies, gathered up the. laundry and 
carried it away, prepared it with her own 
hands end returned it soon. Out of the 
kindness ef her good heart she did all 
this graciously and without charge. This 
family had not seen such kindness, es- 
pecially from a stranger. Best of all, she 
told this family about the love of Je- 
sus (and they truly needed Him); how 
He could save from sin, sanctify and 
fill with the Holy Ghost. It was easy 
to be seen that in her humble life there 
was something supernatural. 

It was not long until this father and 
mother were saved, sanctified and filled 
with the Holy Ghost and were added to 
the Church of God. Soon the father 
was sent out into the vineyard of the 
Lord to help gather sheaves for the 
Master. Since that time he has carried 
the banner in almost every state of the 
Union and has fought on various battle- 
fields. He is still on the scene and thou- 
sands have been led to the Lord under 
his ministry. 

For more than a quarter of a century 
that faithful wife and mother has kept 
the home fires burning and has, in real- 
ity, been a “keeper at home.” An altar 
was erected at that fireside where the 
sacrifices are still being consumed. All

In fact, 
the eternal welfare of man was the 
trend of His thoughts and conversation. 
So let us remember that we can make 
people happy with our words, and lead 
them into a deeper life with Christ. It 
is the most comforting thing in all the 
world when we can feel that our con- 
versation has been helpful. How often 
our hearts have been made glad when 
someone has said, “Your talk helped me.” 
We should be careful and speak words 
that would be profitable and helpful as 
we pass through life. 

A Goop Worp SPOKEN IN SEASON 

A man hath joy by the answer of his 
mouth: and a word spoken in due season, 
how good is it!’ Prov. 15:23. 


There are times in our lives when we 
have to reprove and take a stand for the 
things we know are right. It may be 
that some will feel hurt and think that 
we are too hard, but we must be honest 
and help our friends as we go through 
this life. It will not do to flatter people 
when they need reproof. The thought in 
this verse is to give a wise answer to those 
who are inquiring for help.

Why Fail to Live Holy? 

It is made very plain in the Bible that 
God wills that His people shall live holy 
lives here on earth. “According as he 
hath chosen us in him before the founda- 


tion of the world, that we should be’ 


holy and without blame before him in 
love,” Eph. 1:4. “For this is the will of 
God, even your sanctification,” 1 Thess. 
4:3. He commands it of all His people. 

“Follow peace with all men, and holi- 
ness, without which no man shall see 
the Lord,” Heb. 12:14. “But as he which 
hath called you is holy, so be ye holy in 
all manner of conversation; Because it is 
written, Be ye holy; for I am holy,” 1 
Pet. 1:15, 16. It is provided in the Lord’s 
great plan of redemption. Jesus shed His 
blood to make men holy. 

“Christ also loved the church, and 
gave himself for it; That he might sanc- 
tify and cleanse it with the washing of 
water by the word, That he might pre- 
sent it to himself a glorious church, not 
having spot, or wrinkle, or any such 
thing; but that it should be holy and 
without blemish,” Eph. 5:25-27. “The 
blood of Jesus Christ his son cleanseth 
us from all sin,” 1 John 1:7. 

Holiness is not a high plane of experi- 
ence which the apostles and a few choice 
saints here and there might reach. It is 
the normal experience of the Church. It 
is the way the redeemed travel to glory. 
It is the everyday life of the people of 
God. “Blessed are the pure in heart: for 
they shall see God,” Matt. 5:8. Yea, the 
pure in heart do see God now. They love 
Him with all the heart and walk with 
Him by faith, in the present life. Yet 
how few really holy people do we see? 

But why such a general failure in 
living the holy life and walking the 
holy way, when such ample provision 
has been made by our loving Lord? In 
word, in spirit, in faithful devotion to 
God, in the fruits of the Spirit, in hu- 
mility, in self-denial, in wholehearted 
service to the Master, there is a lament- 
able falling down! 

What Excuse Can We Render? 

There is no excuse we can render. If 
we are living in the last days, if sin and 
unbelief do abound, suppose Satan is do- 
ing his worst, God’s grace is the same, 
His throne is ever accessible to the 
seeker and those who are in need of help. 

We suggest below some of the reasons 
for this great failure: 

Lack of Consecration 

Those who will not consecrate all to 
God—spirit, soul and body, with time 
and talents and earthly possessions—can- 


not expect to go on with God and pos- 
sess His full and perfect salvation. 
Lack of Prayer 

Because of the lack of prayer, many 
have lost standing with God and have 
only a dead, formal profession. They no 
longer show the Spirit of Jesus, nor bear 
fruit unto holiness. There can be no 
experimental holiness apart from a life 
of intense and constant prayer. 

Lack of Faith 

There is never a step with God with- 
out faith. In every forward move of 
blessing, wisdom and power, faith leads 
the way. And yet if we lack consecration 
and omit prayer, faith has no ground 
upon which to stand and no leverage for 
accomplishing anything. “Without faith 
it is impossible to please God.” 

Lack of Obedience 

What a promise God gave Israel: “If 
ye be willing and obedient, ye shall eat 
the good of the land,” but notice how 
emphatic is that which follows, “But if 
ye refuse and rebel, ye shall be devoured 
with the sword: for the mouth of the 
Lord hath spoken it,” Isa. 1:19, 20. The 
disobedient can hope for nothing. How 
can men and women who continue to 
break God’s laws and disobey His Word, 
with heart and mind on the things of the 
world; expect to bear the fruits of holi- 
ness and enjoy God’s favor?

You must give careful attention to 
the time of refilling; if the inner ener- 
gies of the soul are not renewed, the out- 
ward service will dwindle.

That piety which sanctifies us and 
which is a true devotion to God, con- 
sists in doing all His will precisely at 
the time, in the situation and under the 
circumstances, in which He has placed 
us. Perfect devotedness requires, not on- 
ly that we do the will of God, but that 
we do it with love.

v rom letters written by Mrs. Hoyle 
Case, missionary to India, to her 
father, Brother T. F. Blackwell 
(CONTINUED FROM LAST WEEK) 

The majority of the people here are 
very poor, but some of them have quite 
a bit of property and money. The per- 
centage of poor people here is greater 
than any country in the world. Yet the 
richest man in the world also lives here. 
Some of the people kill the pests you 
mentioned, such as snakes, scorpions, 
etc., but the Hindus will not kill any 
kind of life because they believe in the 
transmigration of the soul (in other 
words that when we die, our soul goes to 
live in some other body, so that if they 
were to kill a dog, snake, cow, or.insect 
they might be killing the body in which 
is living some other soul or perhaps 
their grandma or great uncle). Also the 
Hindus have sacred snakes, goats, etc. 
The customs and dress vary in various 
parts of India, as does also the language. 

The Cooks have beds in their house, so 
we would not have had to sleep on the 
ground, as we expected to. Also it is 
possible to buy or have beds made by an 
Indian carpenter. Of course, such a car- 
penter cannot make springs, so slats are 
used, also rope woven in and out, and 
a tape about three inches wide is used in- 
stead of springs. Mattresses are made 
from cotton, silk cotton (grows on 
trees) and from something which is very 


much like straw, made from a native 
plant. 
Adultery and fornication are very 


prevalent, as is quite common through- 
out the Fast. Diseases are widespread— 
smallpox, diphtheria, cholera, dysentery, 
pneumonia, especially in the rainy season, 
and rheumatism, etc. And of all the crip- 
ples! One trip to the market on market 
day will reveal more cripples to you than 
one ordinarily sees in America during 
several months or a year. Their strength 
is surprising, but one sees very few old 
Indians, therefore, I conclude they do 
not live to a ripe old age on the aver- 
age. They walk slowly, stopping to talk 
to everyone they know on the way, 
turning around and gazing at all the 
sights along the way. It is very unusual 
to find one who works fast. For in- 
stance, we must put in an order for one 
piece of toast fifteen minutes before we 
want it. These southern inhabitants of 
India are generally harmless and peace- 
able but in the northern part they are 
more fierce and hostile. It is almost sec- 
ond nature to them to tell untruths and 
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money is a temptation to them, since 
they have so little of it. They are not 
so very dependable and are often tricky. 
They live in mud huts with thatched 
roofs; they eat with their fingers, cook 
on an open fire on the ground, and need 
no furniture, for they are on the ground 
floor, cook on it, sleep on it, and sit on 
it. We use wood for fire. They do not 
work horses or mules; some policemen 
ride on beautiful horses, and the other 
day I saw a donkey. The dhobe uses a 
donkey often to carry his big bundles 
of laundry. Well, I think this an- 
swers at least in part all of the ques- 
tions you have written. I think many of 
your questions were very good questions, 
if this school “‘marm” is any judge on 
questions. 

Very near our house is a new Indian 
baby about two weeks younger than 
Sylvia Sue who was born Oct. 16. The 
other day I went down to see it get a 
bath. And I’m sure you'll be interested 
in what I saw! It was about 11 a. m. 
Out in the hot sunshine sat the mother; 
the naked baby, on its mother’s naked 
knees, was getting its head soaped. Then 
the mother, with her feet stretched in 
front of her, sat the baby boy on her 
feet and ankles. She held her hand par- 
tially over the baby’s face to protect it 
from the shower which followed. Her 
daughter then began to pour water on 
the baby. She continued until she had 
showered about two buckets of warm 
water on him. In this way the rest of 
the baby got a touch of soap by sharing 
what was placed only on the head. The 
baby gasped and whimpered _ slightly 
during the showers, but I guess he was 
quite accustomed to it by now for it 
had been going on since he was born. 
There is some times wind after rain, you 
know, so after the showers his mother 
blew the water out of his ears and nose. 
Then she dried him, took him in their 
house (I followed at her invitation) and 
the daughter prepared the perfume for 
the baby. What perfume? Well, she then 
smacked the baby with garlic skins. 
This perfume is valuable not only for 
its delicate odor (which the mother 
said the Indian people like) but it is a 
surety against taking cold. So you in 
America should avail yourselves of the 
valuable knowledge and protect your- 
selves’ and posterity from the raging 
monster “colds.” 

This is a Christian family. They be- 
long to the Baptist church here. I was 
very interested in the influence of Chris- 
tianity very noticeable in the home. 
They do not sleep on the floor, but have

one large bed for all the children, and 
two cots. They have stools to sit on and 
one old wicker chair. I suppose someone 
had given it to them, or discarded it and 
they got it. Neither do they all sleep 
in the same room, as they have a daugh- 
ter almost grown, but they had hung 
up mats to divide the one room into two 
and the big bed was in the kitchen part. 
There were religious mottoes in Tamil 
and English on the walls. This daugh- 
ter has gone to Fer Hill school, where 
the Holy Ghost fell not long ago and 
there she learned to read and speak Eng- 
lish and learned needlework. On the 
small table was an embroidered cloth 
she had made. There were two tiny 
windows and one door and a sort of 
homemade place for cooking. Every- 
thing was quite clean and not as much 
smoke as one must enjoy ordinarily. 

The following day she was going to 
give the baby a coconut oil bath instead 
of water, so I went back to see that. 
But I didn’t go at the right time ‘or 
the bath, but we had a good visit .nd 
prayer together. I do pray for God to 
lead them on into deeper depths, make 
them hungry for more and fill them 
with the Holy Ghost. The husband 
clerks in an English grocery store here. 
Hope you will pray for them. 


We have been watching the reports 


of the good work in West Virginia in 
the Evangel and Lighted Pathway. Keep 
up the good work; we pray daily for 
you. 

When you see Ruby Little again give 
her love from me, and also greetings to 
all our other friends, as you contact 
them. We have received letters from 
several strangers, some from West Vir- 
ginia. 

Must close with lots of love and best
